new novel. “The Little Ministor™ (Lovellsl
The hero 15 a vory oarnest little minjstar with
gontle and what are sometimes onlled wonk
tendenclon,eontrolled nearly nlways by & nota-
bly large supp|y of cournxe and of will It Is
tho ecombination of montleness and strength
which recommends him to everybody In
Thrums when he enters upon the charge of
the Auld Licht Kirk In that community of
hard-honded and obstreperous weavers callad
by the church muthorities In Glasgow the
mouth of hell, He Is barely 21 at the time the
tale han to dn with him, so It Is entirely natural
that the very slogular girl known as the
Egyptlan, with hot nstonishlng eres nnd
all her remarkable eapacities for exolting
men's smotions, should have Influeneed him
powerlfully. It may not be quito reasonable
to auppose that she could, within an hour
after he has firat set eyss upon her, so
palsy his will asto be ableto Induce him to
beeome nn actual rloter and to throw a clod of
earth nt a Captaln of the British army whora
motive ho altogether respecta; but to permit
the little ministor to be so worked upon em-
phasizes the power of the Egyptian and adds
to the surprising auality of the tale. The
dramatle art of the nuthor Is very generously
applied all through this noval. Little or
nothing is pdrmitted to stand In the war of it
Improbability of Ineldent Is not necessarily
objectionabla to those who do not take fiotion
too serionsly, but some improbable Ineidenta
aro less happy than others, and the Ineldent
of the meeting of the Fgyptian and the
drunken weaver's little boy, In the course of
which the little boy exhorts this lovely young
porson to depart from Thrums, to the end that
the littlo minjater may be free to excrcise an
undisturbed influenen in opposition to the un-
fortunate habits of the weaver, his father.
neoma to us to be less felleltous than it might
be. But the woaver's absurd littlo boy Is no
groat matter In tho story, though he is dig-
nifled by an {llustration. He hinders but
ho cannot permanantly arrest tho lovemnking
betweon the Egyptian and the littlo minister,
which 18 one of the most charming bits of
emotional business to be found in any book.
It Is glorious that Mr. Barrio permits it all
to come out right. Momentous things befall
while the 10 o'elock bell is ringlng in Thruma
that night when the siorm breaks and the
clift falla Into the loch and the flood sweops
down the glen and all the characters of the
storv are abroad and racing around at cross
parposes in the fearful gloom. It seemsa In-
evitable that the melancholy roallsm so usual
in contamporary fletlon ia to be applied hers,
and that it is oot applled Is the final surprise
and the culminating great dolight of this
oxoaptionally able story. That Mr. Barrie (s a
wit and o master of phrase everybody knows
who has rend his charming essay and story,
“My Lady Nicotine," but we may quote two or
three things from this new book to Illustrate
the point. "It cannot be said that he was
wiln,” he observes of one of his charnoters,
* for though ho thought ho attracted women
strangely, that, I muaintain, is A& weakness
common to all men, and so no more to be mar-
velled nt than n stake In & fence.” Agnin he
giya: A house ls never still in darkness to
those who listen intently. Ghosta were
erented whon the first man woke Inthe night.”
Tho Egyptian saye, speaking to the little min-
Ister of the delights of preaching to a congre-
gation: "It must be nice to be able tospeak
for & whole hour to people who ean neither
answer nor got away." At one of the clan-
destine moeotings of tho lovers the little min.
Ister feels that it is proper that he should go
pwny. Hedotermines to go away, and says
gnod-¥y to her. Bhe nlso says good-by. But,
says Mr. Barrie, "' the minister's lags could not
have heard him give the ordor to march, for
they stood walting.”! Again the novelist ob-
perves: I know no man who is 8o capable on
occasinn of looking like twenty as a Highland
piper,” and one of the characters describos a
banquet us "'twn dinners in one,” We repeat
that “Tho Little Minister™ s o story to do-
light any woll disposed reader. It isa very
able performance.

The firat and chilsl of abook of short storles
by Henry James. "' The Lesson of the Master”
(Macmillan & Co.), I8 eoncerned with the ques-
tion—not new, but still undocided, 8o far as we
know—whether it ls proper for an artist to
bave a wile. There ara three principal char-
acters in this tale—one s succossful London
novelist, the master of the title,s married
man with ehlldren, horses, and a housa in the
eountry; one a rising young novelist, a bach-
elor, whose houso and horses are yet to come;
and the third a lovely girl full to overflowing
with the (nstinct and passion for literature,

and, Indeed, for art In all ita forms.. The story
is made up of the conversation of these three,
but malnly it Is an exposition on the part of
tho mnster that the married state Is incon-
slatent with the production of flction In its
highest forms. The younger man had Intend-
od to marry the highly qualified ®irl In
the story, who certalnly Beems oompe-
tent, from Mr. James's presentation of her.
to liva up to any knack of story writs
ing, no matter how exalted its degree:;
but ho goes awny for two years under thoe por-
auuslon of the master's words, and the conse-
nuence I8 that the master, whose wife dles In
tho mean time, marriea the girl himsell. The
insistent feature of the tale Is the reverence In
which flotion Is held by the master and by the
youngar praotitioner, and the adoration of tha
two for the novels of each other. Thnckeray
in " Pendennls " points out how Impossible [t
usoi to be for Englishmen, even under pres-
sure of very axpanslve amntions, to be effusiva
in conversation; but times echange, and Ar,
Onear Wilde and Mr, W, B, Gllbert, as woll na
My, Jaines, have shown® us how ardently the
Englishiman can express himaell nowadays,
especinlly when the art emotlons are oper-
ating. Wo suspect—we cortalnly hops—that
Mr. Jumos 18 fully awara of the humor of the
sentiments and of the conversutional style of
the master and of other characters llke him.
1t he Is not, his privileges are less than those
of his readers.

* Froin Palm to Glaoler, by Allce W, Rol-
lins (Putenms), Is not so much an account of
the author's journoyings in Brazil, Bermu da,
anil Alnskn as It is a delightful chronlcle of
her emotiona and roflections in those vari-
ously suggestive places, Tho poot's sense of
contrast thut is In Halno's verses regarding
the plone and the palm is diffused and mala-
tnited In thoso pages.

EIGHT $25,000 SUBSCRIPIIONS

For the B 1 & by Mr.,
Morgan,

It Is now known that Mr. J. Plerpont Mor-
gan. who salled for Europe l!ast Wednes-
day. laft behind him the good news that he
had obtained eight subscriptions of $25,000
each toward the necessary $250,000 for the
establishment of 8 New York Botanical Gar-
den, ns nuthorizged by the mot of the Leglala-
ture of April 19, 1801.

According to the act $250.000 must bo raised
by the incorporators before the eity Govern-
ment in permitted to asafst them. When this
amount has been raised the Park Commission-
ers are authorized to approprinte as much as
250 acres of Bronx Park, and the Comptroller,
on the request of the Park Commissioners and
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, (s
directed to fasue $500,000 in bonds for the use
of the garden. The officials In question are
sald to be heartily In fuvor of the project and
roondy to make use of tho authority granted to
them as soon as the specified sum is reached.

The Financa Committes of the Incorporators
met In last January and Intrusted Mr. Morgan
and four assoclates with the task of soliciting
subscriptions, The plan adopted by Mr, Mor-
gan was to obtain, if possible, ten subsorip-
tions of $25,000 ench, to comply with the con-
ditions of the law, and with that assured sum
as an Incentive. to throw open the aubscrip-
tion books to the publie for smaller contribu-
tione. Eightof these ten subsoriptions, it 18
now announced, have been obtained, and only
two more are necessary for the unnuummal Ion
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with aqlunton to alleviate coughs, sore throat, boarse-
ness and bronchial affectiona.
